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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 9-11, and 13-15, are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art, 'DHTML Buzzword Bingo: A cross-Browser DHTML GAME' to Bostock, 
teaches the development of an internet game implemented using Cascading Style Sheets and 
JavaScript. More specifically, the reference provides a user with the tools to develop an interface 
for such a game utilizing buttons, menus, a title, and other interface elements. The reference 
provides ED and NAME attributes within DHTML documents so that you can refer to it through 
CSS, and the NAME attribute is so that you can refer to it through JavaScript. The methods used 
within Buzzword Bingo provide div.tags and title tags which are both HTML and DOM 
elements. Both could be accessed though JavaScript. CSS and JavaScript provide access to and 
have the ability to modify tags. These tags apply style to any element. However, the reference 
fails to explicitly state the page title and the use of the section name in the page title to invoke a 
routine that uses a style sheet to then show the section in a manner determined by the style sheet 
on the web page. Pages can be added to a web site and automatically shown in a desired manner 
on the page based upon the names of the sections of the web site. This is done without requiring 
hard coding of the section name into each individual web page or the creation of special server 
side functions to show the section name. The independent claim includes the claimed features of 
'the title of the web page includes the name of the section to which the page belongs and that this 
title is used to call the style sheet that, in turn, us used to alter the style attributes of the web 
page to show that section name of the Web site in a manner specified by the style sheet'. The 
claimed feature helps automate the procedures for showing the section name of the Web site in a 
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consistent manner from page to page, even as pages are added to the Web site. Finally, the 
claimed features are not shown in the prior art of record and would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to modify the prior art of record to come up with applicant's claimed 
invention.
